Forests of Great Value. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—The division 
of. customs and insular affairs of the War 
department has made public a summary of 
the first report of the Philippine Bureau of 
Forestry. 

The laws in force at the time of American 
occupation are sald to have been in line with 
the most advanced forestry legislation of 
Europe, but were not fully enforced. 

The director, Captain Ahern, estimates the 
total number of tree species in the archipel- 
ago at nearly 500. There are no pure forests 
of any one species, rarely more than three 
or four trees of one variety being found 
grouped together, so that a Jumberman look- 
Ing for a shipload of one kind of timber 
would find it practically impossible to cut 
that and no other, and cargoes must be as- 
sembled from different points. 


Half the Area in Timber. 

Captain Ahearn states that the public for- 
est lands comprise from one-fourth to possi- 
bly one-haif of the ama of the Philippine 
Islands, or from twenty to forty million 
acres. 

There are a large variety of ed gum, 
rubber, and gutta percha trees, seventeen dye 
woods, and the ylang ylang, the oil from 
blossoms of which latter tree is the base of so 
many perfumes. 


TELLS OF WEALTH OF LUZON. 


Army Surgeon Declares That Fortunes 
Are to Be Made by Men of 


The natural wealth of the north of Luzon 
is described in a letter received by W. Percy 
Crenshaw from W. H. Dade, acting Assist- 
ant Surgeon of the Sixteenth Infantry, who 
is serving with his regiment in one of the 
wildest parts of the island. In part the 
writer says: 

This is a great country, and lots of money 
to be garnered when once the country is so 
settled that it is safe to invest. I invested 
$600 in tobacco the fourth day of last Jan- 
vary. Last week I sold and cleared $800. 
This winter I am goihg to put $3,000 into 
the weed. This is nothing rure; the small- 
est profit I have known was 100 per cent. 
We (some officers) have formed a small 
stock company, and as svon as the war notes 
are ‘sung out’ will go regularly into the 
business, with the exporting of hard woods 
in the squared log form as a side issue. I 
have sent samples of the wood to a broker 
in Chicago, Who writes me they are just what 
he wants; that the hardwood forests of Cen- 
tral America are fast being exhausted, and 
that the furniture and cabinet makers are 
alarmed as to where they will obtain their 
future supply. We have our eyes on some 
land that can be had for $2 peg acre, each 
acre of which will produce more than $1,000 
worth of the finest cabinet woods in the 
world. 

“As soon as the new commission fixes 
forestry laws we will buy and begin shipping 
it in the squared logs to be cut at home. 
In this way we will avoid any tariff, as only 
sawed and dressed lumber is taxed i — 
custom department, and not the * 2. 
are simply squared to facilitate king in 
the ships to take up so much bbe a space, It 
will require no outlay of capital, as we can 
buy 100 acres of land for 200 livre; all the 
Chinese labor we need at 25 cents, Mexican 
money, worth only one-half in gold, per day; 
teams and bull carts for twice that sum. 

“Our shipments will be made in tramp 
ships, and those bringing cargoes to the 
islands with no return loads. In this way 
we can lay it down in Chicago for less than 
it can be. brought from Central America, 
strange, though it may seem. 

“On this land 1 speak of there grows 
ebony, teak, native walnut, bontok, narra- 
wood, that takes a polish like glass: rose- 
wood trees, five feet in diameter; redwood, 
gebra, and mashtook, a wood as hard as 
flint, and which grows so large I have ridden 
by horse through a hole in a standing tree, 

„There are a hundred ways in which a per- 
son with $2,000 or $3,000 can make a fortune 
here in five years, but it is a poor place to get 
a start unless one has some capital. Wages 
are 80 low one could not afford to begin that 
way. 

„One can get the best living on the island 
outside of Manila for from $10 to $20 a month; 
I mean an American who has been accus- 
tomed to good living. A nstive can live well 
on $5 gold a month and clothe himself and

PATRONAGE THE OBJECT. 


Committee Appointed to Bee 
Both Canal and County 
Commissioners. 


NEW WARDS ARE OPPOSED. 


The County Democracy, at its meeting yes- 
terday, resolved to look out for some more 
offices for its members, and, with that end 
in view, took steps looking toward an or- 
ganization of the Drainage board on Demo- 
cratic lines. 

Some time ago Trustees Jones, Smyth, and 
Legner,“ Democrats, and Baker and Braden, 
Republicans, the five forming a majority 
of the board, held a caucus and resolved to 
organize on non-partisan lines. Their se- 
lections for office were Jones, President, and 
James Todd, Attorney, Democrats, and Fred 
Blount, a Republican, Treasurer and Clerk; 
Porter, a Republican, to succeed himself. 

The County Democracy, however, appoint- 
ed a committee of seven, of which Pat Walsh 
is chairman, to call on the Democratic mem- 
bers of the béard and urge them, as they 
constitute a majority, to organize on party 
lines and leave the Republicans out alto- 
gether. It is also desired that all the minor 
positions on the board be filled by Demo- 
crats instead of being apportioned among the 
trustees individually, as in the past. 

Having got this far the meeting concluded 
it ought to go further, and so the same com- 
mittee was instructed to wait on the six 
Democratic members of the County board 
and see to it that they r og 3 
all the tronage possible, and als 
Se Traeger, and instruet him that 
he must use his office for the good of the 


party. | 
Altgeld in Mayoralty Fight. 


John P. Altgeld is looming up again in the 
political fog as a threatened obstacle in the 
way of the attempt of the City Hall machine 
to return Mayor Harrison next spring. 


„What is Altgeld going to do?” is the ques- 
tion on the lips of every machine Democrat, 
and up to date it has not been answered. Sv 
far the ex-Governor has made but one move 
and that was two weeks ago, when he went 
to several influential Democrats who are 
known to be opposed to the reélection of 
Mayor Harrison and asked them to go into 
a combination to make a primary fight and 
attempt to defeat Harrison's renomination. 
This the Democrats approached refused to 
do on the ground that if such a fight were 
successful they must have a candidate to 
rally around, and that it would be impossible 
to win simply on an anti-Harrison issue 


without anything affirmative to fight for. 


At that time the name of Altgeld himself 
was canvassed, but it was agreed all around 
that he would be unavailable, as it would be 
necessary to engage the gold Democrats in 
the anti-Harrisen movement, and they would 
not vote for Altgeld. 


Awaiting a Suitable Candidate. 


The matter of making an attempt to beat 
Harrison at the primaries accordingly was 


dropped, with the understanding that it 


would be revived if at any time a suitable 
candidate should arise who could lead the 
fight with any hope of success. Since then 
the only name which has been canvassed 
has been that of George Trude, and that 
without his knowledge. — 

Knowing that ex-Governor Altgeld will do 
all in his power to defeat Mayor Harrison, 
some of the Harrison advisers have come to 
the conclusion that it would be a good thing 
for the latter to run as an independent can- 
didate. , 

In the meantime the Harrison people will 
put a clause favoring municipal ownership 
of public utilities in their platform next 
Spring in the hope of catching some of the 
Altgeld votes on that issue. It can be said, 
however, that the Altgeld Democrats look 
with suspicion on any other brand of munici- 
pal ownership than their own and will never 
be attracted by the City Hall variety. 


Another opponent of any plan of redis- 
tricting the city has arisen in the local Dem- 
ecratic machine, which has reasons of its 
own for opposing any changes in the ward 


| lines. How far it will be able to influence 


the Democratic Aldermen and the Mayor to 
reinforce its opposition is, of course, prob- 
lematical. 

The reason for this opposition comes from 
the fact that if the city were to be redis- 
tricted, primary elections for the choice of 
new members of the Democratic County 
committee would have to be held, and no 
one knows what changes that might make 
in the control of the machine. As the case 
stands now, the County committee is a self- 
perpetuating body and intends to remain so 
as long as it can. New members should 
have been selected a year ago last spring, 
but there was no county election that year 
and the committee used this fact as an ex- 
cuse for voting itself another term of office 
without the rank and flle of the party having 
anything to say about the matter. Next 
year also there will be no county election, 
and, as the plan is now, the committee pro- 
poses to follow thé precedent of last year 
and vote itself another two years in office. 
Should, however, the ward boundaries be 
changed it would upset this plan of con- 
tinued officeholding which the committee- 
men have laid out and an entirely new com- 
mittee would have to be chosen. With the 
present bitter feeling in the party against 
the men in control of the machine many of 
them likely would fail of reéléction to the 
committee. |

JOHN W. HENDRIE IS DEAD. 


Much to Yale, Passes Away at 
Sound Beach. 


Sound Beach, Conn:, Nov. 25.—John W. 
Hendrie, one of the most prominent and 
wealthy men of this State, and distinguished 
by his philanthropy and gifts to educational 
institutions in various parts of the country, 


was born on Nov. 18, 1821, in Sound Beach, 
and graduated from Yale in 1881. In 1854 he 
went West and entered business in San 
Francisco. After amassing a fortune, he re- 
turned to the East and settled again in the 
‘town of his birth. His gifts to California in- 
stitutions were lavish and numerous, his 
principal benefaction in San Francisco being 
$15,000 to the Mercantile Library, made in 
1807. The same year a gift of $50,000 to Yale 
Law School was announced, and later con- 
tributions to the university brought his gifts 
to double that amount. He also made various

SHOOTS BRIDE; KILLS SELP 


CHILD FAILS TO SAVE MOTHER 
FROM NELS, PETERSEN. 


Alcohol Drinker Quarrels with the 
Woman, and as He Is About to Fire 
for the Third Time His Step- 
Daughter Rushes Between Them, a 
Ballet Clipping Off One of Her Fin- 
gers—Man Then Turns Gun on Hin- 
self—Wife Mortally Hurt. 


| Niels C. Petersen, until recently employed 
in the city street department, shot and prob- 
ably fatally wounded his wife, Annie, the 
bride of a month, and then turned the weapon 
upon himself at 2931 Canal street yesterday 
,afternoon. Carrie Matson, the 12-year-oid 
daughter of Mrs. Petersen by a former mar- 
riage, thrust herself in front of her mother 
and was herself slightly wounded. 

Petersen died five hours after the shoot- 
ing, while his wife, paralyzed from her waist 
down, is at Mercy Hospital in a critical con- 
dition. The physicians at the hospital say 
she cannot recover. 

Petersen had for a long time been addicted 
to the use of alcohol, which he diluted in 
tea. Objections by his wife started the quar- 
— which ended in the suicide and probable 


m 
Alcohol Starts Quarrel. 

Petersen, who was out of work, returned 
home early in the afternoon, changed his 
clothing, and left the house. When he re- 
turned he had a bottle of alcohol. He went 
into the kitchen, where his wife and the 
daughter, Carrie, were preparing lunch, and, 
pouring some tea into a cup, mixed some 
alcohol with it. 

Mrs. Petersen protested and tried to take 
the cup away from her husband, who drew 
a revolver and fired. The bullet struck the 
woman under the left arm. Another shot 
which followed grazed her right wrist. The 
maddened husband was about to shoot again 
when the girl Carrie rushed between the 
two. Petersen fired the third time and the 
bullet tore off the little finger, of the child's 


left hand. | 
Wounds Pronounced Mortal. 


Petersen then placed the revolver against 
his head and fired. The bullet entered his 
brain, and he fell across the body of his 
wife. 

‘The child’s cries attracted neighbors, who 
notified Lieutenant Alcock of the Twenty- 
second Street Police Station. Physicians re- 
sponded, and the wounds of both husband 
and wife were reported as mortal. 

Mrs. Petersen, with her daughter, was 
taken to Mercy Hospital, where it was 
found that the first shot had taken a down- 
ward course and had affected the spinal 
cord, the woman being paralyzed from the 
waist down. Petersen was removed to St. 
Luke’s ‘Hospital, where he died at 9:10 
o'clock without regaining consciousness. 

Petersen was 44 years old, fourteen years 
the senior of his wife. Mrs. Petersen was 
Mrs. Annie Matson. She had two daugh- 
ters—Ella and Carrie—and a small income. 
While the tragedy was being enacted Ella, 
the older daughter, was spending the after- 
noon at a theater.

Gas inhalation may prove fatal to Pa

At 8 o'clock yesterday morning a chamber- 
maid passing the door of the magistrate’s 
room in the Allen House, Fortieth and Hal- 
sted streets, detected the odor of gas. Justice 
Duggan was found lying on the bed in an 
unconscious condition and breathing faintly. 
The gas jet in the room was wide open. 

Dr. Parsons was summoned. He imme- 
diately administered restoratives, but was 
unsuccessful in bringing the Justice out of his 


Justice Duggan, who.is 65 years old and 
has been a resident of Chicago for thirty 
years, retired on Saturday night at 11 o'clock. 
It is supposed that he failed to notice the 
condition of the gas fixture and by accident 
turned the stop cock all the way around. 
The fixture in the room is of the revolving 
pattern and in turning the cock the magis- 
trate also turned the fixture, thus failing to 
notice the position of the stop cock. 

Leading from the bed chamber is a folding 
door, which connects with the front parlor.

George Scott of the wholesale and ret 


dry goods firm of Carson, Pirie, Scott & CO. 
died yesterday of typhoid fever at his rei- 
dence in Lakeside, III., after an illness of six, . 
weeks. He had been thirty-six years in 
| Chicago, and for forty-four years was with 
the firm of which he wasamember. Private 
funeral services will take place gt the resi- 
dence, Linden Hall, tomorrow. 


Mr. Scott was one of the pioneer merchants 


of Chicago and northern Illinois, His suc- 
cess was achieved through personal effort 
and sound business judgment. He came to 


this country from Ireland in 1856, when he 
was 27 years old, with no other capital than 


his pluck, and lived to be instrumental in 


the erection of a great mercantile institution. 
Upon landing in the United States Mr. Scott 


first located in the western part of New. 
Tork States He remained there only a short. 


time, when he came to Illinois and settied at 


Amboy, taking charge of a small store es- 
tablished there by the firm of Carson, Piria 


& Co., then in ite infancy. In succession he 


opened stores for the company at La Salla 
and Mendota. In 18508 he was admitted to a 


partnership, his brother, Robert ., joining. 


at the same time, and the firm taking its 

present name. 
Mr. Scott dévoted his energies from the 
start to upbuilding the wholesale depart- 
ment of the firm, and up to the time he was 


taken ill was practically in charge of that 


branch of business, his brothers, Robert 
S. and John E., being associated with him. 
He was recognized as the Chicago represent- 
ative of John-T. Pirie, who resides ir New 
York City. 

In the regularity of habits and business 
methods Mr. Scott was regarded as a re- 
markable man by his intimate acquaintances, - 
With rare exceptions during the last twenty- 
five years he was at his desk on the minute, 
leaving with the e exactitude to take 
the train going for his home in Lakeside, He 
was of a reserved nature and devoted most 
of his time outside of business hours to hia 
private affairs. 

Mr. Scott was 71 years old and a widower, 
his wife dying over thirty years ago. He 
is survived by no children. The four brothers 
are Robert S. of Lakeside, John E. of Evans- 
ton, and Thomas and William Scott of Men- 
dota, III. The only sister is Miss Mary Scott 
of Winnetka. 

Mr. Scott was a reguiar atténdant of the .

Leonard Day, a young man about 25 years 
of age, residing at the West Hotel, was the 
victim, and Frank H. Hamilton, sporting 
editor of the Minneapolis Times, is the man 
under arrest. The young men were not ac- 
quainted with each other until about 2 o clock 
this morning, when they met in the billlard- 


room of the West Hotel, a mutual friend in- | 


troducing them. 

Hamilton was under the influence of liquor, 
and it is believed from the evidence that Day 
also had been drinking. Day stopped the 
game of pool he was playing as soon as he had 
been introduced, and said to Hamilton: You 
are the man I have been looking for. Ham- 
uton had been informed previously that Day 


was waiting for a chance to fight him. So 


far as can be learned Day accused Hamilton 
of circulating derogatory reports concern- 
ing him, it being alleged that these were told 
to him by a well-known young woman of 
Minneapolis, whose name has not yet been 
given publicity. | 


Falls to Floor Mortally Wounded. - 

Almost before the onlookers realized that 
there was trouble brewing the men had 
clinched. Fred George, a guest of the 
hotel stepped between the combatants. 
He did not see any weapon, but when he 
stepped aside he felt a numbness in his hand 
and found he had been cut between the 
thumb and forefinger. 

Day, however, reeled and fell to the floor, 
with Hamilton over him. He had been 
stabbed in the head and also in the neck near 
the collar bone.

No one can be found who saw Hamilton 
have a knife and no one suspected that he 
had caused the injury until a closed knife 
with blood on the blade was found on the 
floor.

Pray Over the Dying Man. 

‘Hamilton bent over the dying youth and 
another man joined him in a prayer, but most 
of the party made haste to leave the hotel 
before the police arrived. 

Hamilton was placed under arrest, and the 
inquest this afternoon resulted in a verdict 
to the effect that he caused Day's death. 

The Press club met this afternoon and ap- 
pointed a committee to see that the prisoner 
secured all legal talént necessary to defend

Peru, Ind., Nov. 25.—[(Special.]~There is 
mystery connected with the finding of the 
) decomposed bodies of Jerry and Pat Holland, 
bachelor brothers, late this afternoon. The 


men were undoubtedly murdered, but the 


motive or cause is to be ascertained. 

For several days people of the neighbor- 
hood have suffered from a stench, and in- 
vestigation of the Holland bachelor quarters 
led to the discovery.

by Mrs. Peary from her husband, Lieutenant 
Peary, the arctic explorer. 0 

Mr. Bridgeman says: 

The accompanying extracts. be letters 
of Lieutenant Peary directed by him to his 
wife at her family residence in Washington 
contain the first direct information from 
Peary, the arctic explorer, since Aug. 238, 
1899. Mrs. Peary’ s family forwarded them 
to me. 

Mrs. Peary left Sydney, Cape Breton, on 
July 20, with her daughter, to join her hus- 
band at Etah, Greenland, on the Windward, 
Captain Samuel Bartlett. The ship was last 
reported at Disco, Greenland on Aug. 20 last. 
These letters of Peary’s were carried by na- 
tives to the camp of the Stein party at Cape 
Sabine, and thence conveyed to Cape York 
by Dr. Kahn, who boarded the steam whaler 
Eclipse on June 9, and was landed at Dundee, 
Scotland, on the 9th inst. 


Wife on Way Toward Pole. 

“It is an interesting fact to note that the 
Lieutenant has not the slightest knowledge 
that his wife and daughter are on their way 
to meet him. And, on the other hand, none 
of Mrs. Peary’s friends can even hazard a 
guess as to her exact whereabouts in the ice 
regions. It cannot, in fact, be even predicted 
just how soon she herself is likely to be heard 
from. Neither Mrs. Peary nor her husband 
is aware of the death of the explorer’s 
mother about three weeks ago. 


Letters from Peary. 

Following are the letter extracts furnished 
by Mr. Bridgman: 

Fort Congo, Lady Franklin Bay, March 
31, 1900—Just a line to go down toa whaler 
by returning natives. I arrived here at mid- 
night of the 28th, 24 days from Etah. Six 
and one-half days of this time we were held 
in camp by heavy wind-storms. The doctor 
and Hensen each left Etah with natives be- 
fore we arrived here. The journey was a 
tedious one, owing to the storms, but not an 
uncomfortable one for me. A number of the 

dogs died on the way, but I had an ample 

number for the work ahead. Twenty-one 
musk oxen were killed in sight of the fort 
the day I arrived; we have an abundant 
supply of fresh meat. 

* After resting and feeding the dogs a few 
days longer 1 shall go on with best Eskimos 
up the northeast Greeniand coast. The doc- 


tor and the other Eskimos will remain at the 


fort hunting. I am in good condition and the 
journey shows me that | am myseit again. 
It 1 do my work this spring i shall come back 
and hasten down to meet the ships and turn 
back with them. 1 hope to write again by 
natives when I shall send back from some 
point up the Greeniand coast. Dr. Didnick 
wishes to be remembered.” 


Note from Grinnell Land, 


The second extract follows: 

„Cape d’Urville, Grinnell Land, March 12, 
1900.—L write this note on the chance of 
Stein and Dr. Kahn reaching Upusauk by 
way of Melville Bay. The fall and winter 
passed comfortably at Etah, without even 
a day’s indisposition on my part. I have 
husbanded myself carefully. My feet have 
given me little trouble, and now I feel that 
Jam myself again. 

I am now at the Windward's winter quar- 
ters with the rear division. Mott and the 
doctor are ahead with two other divisions, 
all on the way to Conger. All but a few of 
the natives will return at once from there, 
leaving a few with me. 

„I shall push on from Gander without de- 
lay, perhaps by way of the Greenland coast. 
I shall strain every nerve, and, God willing, 
shall do my work this spring, that I may 
come back this summer. I send duplicate of 
this to Cape York for a whaler.”’ 


FIND SKELETON .IN A WELL. 


Brunott Farm, North of Pana, Yields Its 
Second Mystery, Pointing to 
| Murder. 


Pana, III., Nov. 25.—[{Special.]—It was 
learned here this morning that the skeleton 
ot a young girl, presumably 12 or 13 years 
old, had been found yesterday afternoon in a 
well on the Brunott farm, four miles north 
of this city. 

In April of last year the dead body of Jane 
Brunott was found in this same well, and 
Henry Brunott and Fred Sibley are serving 
a life sentence in the Chester Penitentiary 


for her murder. 

Yesterday the covering was removed from 
the abandoned well and the work of cleaning 
it out commenced. At the bottom of the well 
was found the almost perfect skeleton of a 
young girl. A bracelet, badly water soaked, 
was found, as was also a comb and a key, 
but the mystery surrounding her identity 
will never be solved unless the young men 
now serving a life sentence will confess. 

It is claimed that in searching an aban- 
doned corn crib on the premises a large 
amount of plunder, consisting of harness, bed 
clothes, and shoes, was found. 

It is the belief that the skeleton found is 
that of a young girl who disappeared from 
her Indiana home two years ago during the 
visit of young Brunott and Sibley to that 


State.

KRUGER’S WELCOME IN PARIS. - 

The popular enthusiasm over President 
Kruger has followed him from Marseilles 
to Paris, and in the French capital it has 
amounted to a furore. The Nationalists. 
Royalists, and other reactionaries and rad- 
icals have welcomed the event as something 
out of which they may make political eapi- 
tal, but the demonstrations are by no means 
confined to these partisan elements. All 
Paris seems for the moment to have given 
itself up to the excitement of the hour. In 
spite of the government’s determination to 
avoid all official recognition of Mr. Kruger, 
it was found advisable to bend to the storm 
of popular feeling somewhat, and President 
Loubet himself has given Oom Paul an in- 
formal audience at the Elysée. At the 
same time the government has redoubled its 
precautions against allowing the popular 
feeling to take the form of anti-British dem 
onstrations. 

It is fortunate for the French government 
that Great Britain, by some oversight, has 
thus far neglected to inform foreign govern- 
ments officially of the annexation of the two 
south African republics. For this reason 
Mr. Kruger is still technically entitled to be 
treated with official honors. Both the Queen 
of Holland and the French government 
haye given bim such recognition, and if the 
British government does not like this action 
it has only itself to blame. So long as 
France is not officially notified of the an- 
nexation there is nothing to prevent his be- 
ing treated with the honors of a visiting 
President. Nevertheless, the French gov- 
ernment knows the truth unofficially, and 
this fact may be expected to temper ma- 
— its treatment of the Transvaal vis- 
tor. 

Tn one of his Paris speeches Mr. Kruger 
has stated that the object of his visit to Eu- 
rope is to secure arbitration. In an in- 
terview with an American newspaper cor- 
respondent he is reported as saying that he 
has no illusions, and if this be true he surely 
cannot have any serious hope of intervention 
by arbitration. From the beginning the Eu- 
ropean powers have not had a thought of 
such attion.

‘THE LIMITATION ON INDEBTEDNESS. 

The State constitution says that no mu- 
nicipal corporation shall be allowed to be- 
come indebted to an amount in the aggre- 
gate exceeding 5 per cent “on the value of 
the taxable property therein, to be ascer- 
tained by the last assessment for State and 
county taxes.” Does this limitation of 5 
per cent apply to the assessed valuation on 
which taxes are extended or to the fair 
eash value of, property which is five times 
that valuation? This is an important ques- 
tion, to which the city authorities want an 
anewer. A suit which has just been com- 
menced in the lower courts, and which will be 
carried up to the Supreme Court as quickly 
as possible, will result in the settlement ofa 
controversy which is of peculiar interest to 
property-owners in other parts of the State 
as well as in Chi | 

The assessed valuation of property in this 
city, being one-fifth of the real value, is in 
round numbers 000,000. Five per cent 
on that is $11,750,000. The bonded debi of 
Chicago, exclusive of World's Fair bonds, is 
$11,804,000, and its other indebtedness, ex- 
eluding water certificates, is $6,760,000. 
Manifestly, no new bonds can be sold if the 
5 per cent limitation applies to the assessed 
valuation. | 

But as the latter is $235,000,000, the value 
of the taxable property in the eity is $1,175,- 
000,000, 5 per cent on which is $58,750,000. 
Therefore if the Supreme Court should de- 
cide that the 5 per cent limitation applies to 
the larger sum the city will be able to add 
$40,000,000 to its present indebtedness. 
Nothing could be more gratifying to the 
city authorities than a decision of this kind. 
They would say at once that every dollar 
of the $40,000,000 ought to bé expended for 
what they would call absolutely.necessary 
improvements.” 

It is not at all unlikely that the Supreme 
(Court will decide that the power of mu- 
nicipal corporations to contract indebted- 
ness must be determined by the fair cash 
value of property, instead of the one- 
fifth of that value which is made the basis 
of taxation. As it would be unwise to leave 
it in the power of the municipal authorities 
of this city to plunge it heavily in debt, the 
next Legislature should enact a law calcu- 
lated to break the force of the decision of 
the Supreme Court if it is such a decision as 
the city authorities hope it will be. The 
bonded indebtedness of the city ought to 
be increased. There is no other way in 
which its floating debt can be paid off. 
There are a few really important improve- 
ments the money for which cannot be had 
except by the sale of bonds.

The Election Commissioners would like 
to get at this matter at once, but they are 
delayed by the uncertainty as to what the 
Council is going to do about the laying out 
of new wards.

They do not care to lay out precincts which 
might be cut through by ward lines es- 
tablished a little later. They cannot await 
the action of the Council indefinitely, how- 
ever, for the work of revision must be com- 
pleted by the 6th of February at the latest. 
When it has been finished it will be neces- 
sary to select judges and clerks for the 
spring election. | 

It is the duty of the Aldermen to redis- 
trict the city, This election precinct mat- 
ter simply makes it more important that 
they should act at once. But there seems 
to be no inclination on their part 0 do 
anything. The Democratic “machine” 
does not want new wards on the eve of the 
spring election. The party machinery would 
be thrown out ef gear. The bosses, who 
as matters stand now are able to elect to 
a convention the delegates from their re- 
spective wards, would not know where they 
stood after a reapportionment. Two or 
more petty leaders would be thrown into 
the same ward and it would be impossible 
to tell in advance by whom its delegates 
would be captured. | 

The committee which was appointed to 
prepare a plan for new wards should get 
up a fair measure and urge its considera- 
tion upon the Council. The Aldermen should 
be put on record, so that it may be known 
who among them are to be held responsible 
for the continuance of the present grossly 
unequal ward scheme. The special com- 
mittee should report to the Council tonight 
and ask for the immediate consideration 
of this important matter. 


_ ENGLAND’S COAL PROBLEM. 

The importation of coal from the United 
States has added to the growing uneasi- 
ness of the English public. Coal is the 
foundation of England’s commercial su- 
premacy, and the nation is now confronted 
with the fact that its mines can no longer 
supply, at a reasonable price, all the coal 
that is needed for home consumption and 
for the existing export trade. To curtail 
home consumption would be to close fac- 
tories, while te forbid coal exports would 
be to strike a serious blow at. the shipping 
trade and to endanger Englands com- 
mercial supremaey on the seas. While the 
country is hesitating between the horns 
of this dilemma, the price of coal is rising 
so high that it threatens to inflict severe 
suffering on the poor during the coming 
winter. 
The London Spectator tries to take a re- 
assuring view of the matter, but its argu- 
ments are not convincing. It ignores the 
fact that the English mines have become 
too deep to compete with American coal, 
and it lays the blame for high prices upon 
the exorbitant charges of the coal carrying 
railroads in England. It opposes the move- 
ment to curtail exports and asserts that 
England will be all right again when the 
old-fashioned and wasteful machinery in 
the factories is replaced with more mod- 
ern machinery and with a larger use of 
electricity. It pooli-poohs the danger of 
an extensive invasion of American coal on 
the ground that our mines are far from 
the sea. The editor has evidently over- 
looked the inexhaustible beds of good coal 
that lie in West Virginia within easy reach 
of the seaboard. But he places still more 
reliarice upon the difficulties of sea trans- 
portation, notably the absence of great coal 
vessels capable of carrying maximum car- 
goes. He seems to forget that the nation 
which has built mammoth ore vessels for 
its lake trade can also build big ocean-going 
coal ships if the profit of such an enterprise

which we now call trusts. But he was only 
a newsboy then, and it is hardly to be cred- 
ited that he even suspected that one day 
his air castles would come back to him as 
the inspiration of a business project destined 
to give them material form. 

ere wasn't the demand for newspapers 
in those days that there is now, and the 
profits: did not meet the requirements of 
young Rogers. In the Town of Fairhaven, 
Conn., where he was born, there were mem- 
bers of his family who depended upon him 
for assistance. He, needed a steady income 
and he found it in a grocery store. He took 
a place as a delivery boy at $3 a week and 
board. He made the most of the board and 
sent the $8 home. For five years he re- 
mained in the employ of this grocer, ad- 
vancing to the position of head clerk. 1 


Then came the discovery of oil in Penn- 
syivania, and in a little time New Bedford 
was as dead as a mining town that has 
been abandoned in a rush for new diggings. 
Young Rogers drifted to the oil fields. He 
had learned a thirfk or two about the oil 
trade in New Bedford and his knowledge 
was practical knowledge. He found profit- 
able employment readily enough, and it was 
not long before he had a familiar personal 
acquaintance with the oil barons. He was 
prolific of ideas for saving and marketing 
the product of the wells, and some of the 
ideas were so good that he was employed 
by one of the big operators to carry them 
out. This employment gave him confidence 
in himself and stimulated him te new en- 
Geavors. He su ted a scheme so stu- 
pendous that it almost stunned his employer 
—it was that the owners of all producing 
oil wells should pool their product and mar- 
ket it through one concern, the idea being 
to control the output, reduce the cost of 
handling, fix a uniform price for certain 
grades, arid stop competition. 

The project was discussed by certain of the 
larger operators, and that practically was the 
inception of the Standard Oil company. But 
before that concern became mighty Rogers 
had improved upon his original plan. 
If capital could be found it would be better

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DR. MARTIN TELLS OF SIEGE or 


| president of the University of Pekin 


Sketches the Causes of the Boxter 
Riots and Describes the Hardships 
of the Besieged—Gives the Empress 
Dowager a Bad Name and Calls for 
European Contrel ef All China, from 
This Time Forth. 
DVANCE sheets of the Rey. Dr. 
P. Martin’s forthcoming 8 * 
Siege in Pekin,” have been received 
from the Fleming H. Revell company. 
Dr. Martin is an American who has 
spent fifty years in China as a missionary 
and a college professor. With the exception 
of Sir Robert Hart there is no foreigner 
whom the Chinese have esteemed more high- 
ly. He is the author of “ A Cycle of Cathay,“ 
but perhaps his most important literary 
work has been the translation of Whea- 
ton's International Law and other English 
works into Chinese. For twenty-five 
years he was an instructor in English 
in the Imperial University at Pekin, and 
two years ago he was made President of that 
institution upon the recommendation of Li 
Hung Chang. He passed through the ordeal 


of the siege at Pekin last summer, and he 


has returned to this country with his rifle 
on his shoulder and his pen in his hand. He 


has the honor of writing the first book de- 


scribing the siege. 

Dr. Martin has made a book of nearly 200 
pages, with numerous illustrations. It bears 
marks of haste in its haphazard arrangement 
of materials, but it contains a remarkable 
amount of interesting matter, considering 
the speed with which it has been thrown 
together. Dr. Martin believes China has 
forfeited its right to continue as an inde- 
pendent nation. He says this is the time to 
draw the dragon's teeth, and he advises 


that it be done by banishing the Empress 


Dowager, establishing the young Emperor 
on the throne with European — di- 
viding all China into spheres ef influence, 
and placing the provincial governments in 
European hands. | 

The author gives a clear explanation of 
the causes of the Boxer revolt. The an- 


tagonism that created the outbreak was 


threefold—religious, political, and economic. 
The important point is that the Dowager 


‘Empress seized upon the defection to de- 


stroy the foreigners because she thought 
she could do so without endangering. her 
government. The Boxers “ were always ze- 
eretly encouraged to go forward—the double- 
faced Dowager menacing them with one 
hand to please the foreigner and beckoning 
them with the other to please herself and 
‘Prince Tuan.“ Scores of missionaries and 
20,000 native converts were thus massacred 
before the siege in Pekin had begun. Dr. 
Martin divides the siege into two distinct 
petiods—one consisting of the first ten days, 
when the foreigners were menaced only by 
Boxers; the other of the remaining eight 
3 in —— the hostilities were carried 
on almost~exclusiv the governm 
and its soldiers. 
This book leaves no doubt that the lega- 
tion party would have been massacred if 
the 450 marines sent to act as a guard had 
been sent forty-eight hours later. But this 
handfal of courageous men could not have 
Saved the situation if they had not been 
aided by the legationers night and day. The 
Women sewed sandbags and nursed the 


wounded. The missionaries and dipiomats 


helped to fight fires and to shoot treacherous 
assailants. Even the native converts did 
an indispensable service by countermining 
and keeping the Boxers from blowing up the 
legation. All these elements combined, pos- 


'sibly aided by some friendly efforts by Prince 


Ching at court, kept the enemy off until the 
besieged had hecome so strongly fortified 


that they could not be dislodged.

The most valuable part of his book, probably, 
is that found in the translations of Chinese 
placards and édicts, which furnish authentic 
evidence that the Chinese government 
threw away all pretense of friendship after 
the taking of the Taku forts.

was one of the most aggressive moral forces 
in America. To Frances Power Cobbe, 


whom he met in Florence a little while before 
his death, he said: ‘‘ I have had great pow- 
ers, and have not half used them.“ About 
this same time he wrote: There are two 
Theodore Parkers now; one is dying here, 


the other I have planted in America.”’ Low- 
ell thought Parker had more force than 
power.“ To many his antagonism to certain 
points of orthodoxy seemed destructively 


radical and vehement, and yet Frothingham 


declared him to be the “ greatest theist of 
the time.“ Whatever the importance or un- 
importance of his controversial preaching 


and writing, his moral power as a reformer, 


especially in the great anti-slavery contro- 
versy, was immense. Along with Garrison, 
Phillips, Summer, Chase, Greeley, Beecher, 
and others, including John Brown—whom 
he thoroughly believed in—his influence was 
historic and cannot properly be forgotten. 

There have been other lives of Theodore 
Parker, but Chadwick's is by far the best. 
Ne has performed his work strikingly well. 
The book is not too large. There has been 
admirable discretion in the matter of omis- 
Non as well as of inclusion. There is but 
little here that is not permanently interest- 
ing and instructive, and all is done in excel- 
dent taste, tone, and temper. 

Theodore Parker: was born in Lexington, 
Mass., in 1816, and he died in Florence, Italy, 
in 1800.

been incarcerated in an ordinary prison cell. 
yet he is permitted to furnish it himself, and 
to have his meals served by a special] caterer 
in the town. With regard to the hard labor 
to which he was sentenced by the court. he 
is to be allowed to select any form of labor 
congenial to himself, and he is not only 
permitted to hold himself aloof from all 


other prisoners, taking his exercise by him-. 


self, but fs likewise exempt from the super- 
vision and authority of all the minor prison 
officials. Only the highest officials are to 
have any share in his control, and by a spe- 
cial order received from the Minister of War 
at Berlin they are to be careful to invaria- 
bly address him as “ your Highness.” 

Of course, these exceptional favors grant- 
ed in his case have excited no end of criticism 
in the press, which, not unnaturally, sees 
therein an indication of his speedy release 
by virtue of an imperial pardon. It is dim- 
cult, however, to blame the Emperor or the 


Berlin authorities unduly in the matter. For 


if they have accorded exceptional favors it 
must be borne in mind that this is an alto- 
gether exceptional case, being the first m- 


stance of a Prince belonging to one of the 


sovereign houses of Europe being sentenced 
to penal servitude for murder, and that the 
strongest kind of pressure has been brought 


to bear upon the Kaiser in the man’s behalf, | 


not only by all the royal personages of the 
‘German Empire, but Ifkewise by the entire 
conservative element of the higher grades 
of the German aristocracy. N 


The letter addressed by the soidisant 
„ Duke" of Warren to the Paris Temps, 
published in that paper on Thursday last and 
cabied over to this country, merely serves 
still further to convince all sensible people of 
the futility of the nobiliary pretensions of 


this extraordinary youth, which excited so 


much ridicule when he was in this country 
a few weeks ago. For after asserting in 
this letter that he ts of royal origin,“ and 
descended on his father’s side from William 
the Conqueror and Warren Plantagenet, he 
coneludes by declaring on the maternal 
side I descend from St. Peter Fourrier and 
from the venerable Jeanne d'Arc.“ Now the 
latter, who figures in history as the Maid of 
Orleans, lived and died, as her title implies, 
a vestal, and indeed one of the principal argu- 
ments brought forward in favor of her can- 
onization now in progress was her life of 
celibacy, which was Hkewise instrumental 
in securing her beatification. By declaring 
that he is descended from the Maid of Or- 
leans, the soidisant Duke of Warren there- 
fore places himself in antagonism with the 
Vatican, from which he professes to have 
received his title of Duke in return for a 
sum of money, paid partly in cash and partly 
in notes. 


The “‘ Duke,” I may add, belongs to no 
Parisian or French provincial club, is, like 
his mother, utterly unknown in Parisian 
or French society, has the appearance, the 
manners, and the accent not of a man of 
birth or breeding but quite the reverse, and 
is either intentionally masquerading under a 
ridiculous title, or else is the foolish victim 
of swindlers who, there is reason to believe, 
have some confederates among the minor 
officials at the Vatican, and likewise perhaps 
among the staff of the Papal Nuncio at Paris. 


Under any circumstances, M. Warren has. 


no right whatsoever to make use of the title 
of Duke in France, for the French law par- 
ticularly exacts that when a Frenchman re- 
ceives a title from a foreign sovereign he 
should not assume it until he has had it 
registered by the Grand Chancellor of the 
Order of the Legion of Honor at Paris and 
received the latter's sanction to use it. The 
Grand Chancellor has within the last few 
weeks denied all knowledge of any such 
person as the Duke of Warren, whose home 
in Paris is in a dingy apartment in a cheap 
quarter of the French metröpolis. 


So much curiosity has been aroused as 
to the identity of that Count Adhemar de 
Castellane who arrived in this country the 
other day under the name of Count de Nor- 
ante that it may be as well to state that he 
is a distant cousin of Boni de Castellane, a 
brother of that Count Lionel de Castellane 
who frequently visits the United States in 
connection with the wine business in which 
he is engaged, and a son of the Marquis 
Lionel de Castellane, who is the chief of 
the so-called Norante branch of the present 
Castellane family. 

Strictly speaking, the Norante branch is 
the senior one, and the Marquis Lionel the 
real head of the house. Boni de Castellane 
belongs to the so-called Novejan branch, 
which is the fourth and junior of the lot, 
the other two being that of the Esparron 
branch, of which the chief.is the Marquis 
Hippolyte de Castellane, and the Magastres 
branch, of which only Mile. Blanche de 
Castellane, daughter of the late Marquis 
Jules de Castellane, remains. | 

The Norante Castellanes, to which Count 
Adhemar de Castellane, now in this coun- 
try, belongs, are every bit as well connected 
as Boni de Castellane, being related by ties 
of marriage to the ducal houses of Broglie, 
of Sabran-Ponteves, of Blacas, and of De 
la Rochefoucauld, as well as to the Counts 
of Pourtales. 

Of course, the most eminent genealogists 
in France claim that none of the Castellanes 
now living have any right to the titles which 
they bear since the old Castellane family, 
which played so great a role in the history of 
France from the time of the twelfth cen- 
tury, became extinct towards the close of the 
eighteenth century through the death of that

Iowa's Decision Is Wise. 


The wisdom. of Iowa's decision against a 
post-season game with Wisconsin or Minne- 
sota, now that the decision has been made, 
must be admitted even by those who were the 
strongest advocates of sucha game. Iowa 
had everything to lose and nothing to gain 
by playing either the Badgers or the Gophers. 
The Hawkeyes can afford to let their football 
reputation stand on their season’s record. 
As far as “‘championships” are concerned 
the general footbail public has already 
awarded the Western title to Iowa and will 
continue to do so unless some semi-impossi- 
ble upset should occur in Rock Island on 
Thursday. 

If Iowa had accepted Wisconsin’s chal- 
lenge for a post-season. game there would 
have been a chance of defeat and no added 
prestige would accrue from a victory, since 
the Badgers have suffered defeat at the 
hands of the Minnesota eleven. If Minne- 
sota had been willing to play a post-season 
game, then Wisconsin would still have to 
be reckoned with on the basis that its defeat 
by the Gophers was practically a tie. The 
Hawkeyes could not be expected to play 
both of them. There was a lot of sound 
common sense in the statement of one Iowa 
authority: We cannot be expected to play 
everybody who claims the championship 
after the season is over. We don’t claim 
the championship ourselves, and there ought 
not to be any talk of championships in foot- 
og It savors too much of professional- 

Regs 

This last hits the nail on the head and will 
meet ‘the approval of all sound sportsmen. 
All the talk and discussion wasted on foot- 
ball championships is an injury to the game 
by lowering it nearer the level of profes- 
sional sports. Football owes a great deal 
of its present popularity to the fact that it 
is the one sport which is practically free from 
professionalism. It is nearer pure ama- 


*teurism than any of the other college sports. 


with the possible exception of rowing, and 
the present rules are framed with a view 
to making and keeping it so. To introduce 
championship features would make it harder 
to keep out professionalism by making the 
temptations stronger. 


Class Not Championships. 


At present football is a struggle for class 
rot championships. It thrives and waxes 
more popular with each season because it is 
a contest between natural rivals. The desire 
to excel is just as strong between Michigan 
and Chicago this week as if they were tie 
two unbeaten exponents of the country. It is 
just ‘Aas strong between North Division and 
Hyde Park High Schools, even if the struggles 
between the schoolboys do not attract na- 
tional attention. The same rivalry can never 
exist between Chicago and Pennsylvania, for 
instance, as between the maroons and the 
wolverines, until some twentieth century 
Giscovery shall annthilate distance. 

To attempt to introduce a real champion- 
ship into football would entail vital changes 
in the sport. It would mean an immensely 
greater number of games to determine the 
leading teams; it would necessarily destroy 
some of the natural or geographical rivalry 
and would produce instead an unhealthy de- 
sire to win games at any cost, and herein
